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DETAILED ACTION 



1. Claims 1, 2, 4, 5, 8, 9, 12, 13, 16, 19, 21-23, 27-29, 33, 34, 37, 39-51, 55, and 64-77 are 
pending in the application. 

2. In the prior action, mailed on May 7, 2008, claims 1, 2, 4, 5, 8, 9, 12, 13, 16, 19, 21-23, 
27-29, 33, 34, 37, 39-51, 53-55, and 64-77 were pending and under consideration in the 
application; with claims 1,4, 5, 8, 9, 12, 13, 16, 19, 21-23, 27-29, 33, 34, 37, 39-51, and 64-77 
indicated to be allowable; and claims 2, 53-55, and 59 rejected. 

3. In the Response of August 7, 2008, the Applicant amended claim 2; and cancelled claims 
53, 54, and 59. 



EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
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5. (Prior Rejection- Withdrawn) Claims 2 and 54 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first 
paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description requirement. In view of the 
amendment, or cancellation, of the claims, the rejection is withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

6. (Prior Rejection- Maintained) Claims 53-55 and 59 were rejected under 35 

U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Boyd (US 6,193,982) in light of Ziolkowska et al. (Acta 
Biochim Pol 53: 617-26). In view of the cancellation of the claims, the rejection is withdrawn. 

Double Patenting 

7. (Prior Rejection- Withdrawn) Claims 53-55 and 59 were rejected on the ground of 
nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-6 of U.S. 
Patent No. 6,193,982 in light of Ziolkowska. In view of the cancellation of the claims, the 
rejection is withdrawn.
